Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comnnents: Applicant's Representative identified Endo as transmitting map data 
from a map storage device, which differs from the Applicant's amended claim that includes wireless transmission. 
Examiner noted Endo teaches wireless type signal transmission {Para 53), but further consideration of the reference is 
needed to determine whether Endo teaches the Applicant's claim element that includes wireless transmission. 
Applicant's Representative also identified Endo as teaching extracting road data from a current position (Para 65) 
which differs from the 2nd feature of Applicant's claim 11 which teaches extracting data from the route. 
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
